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For example, in line 5 of claim 21 and line 5 of claim 33, the claims recite "an exterior 
wall" which is unclear. The claims should be clarified to define the "exterior wall" as either a - 
side wall-, -ceiling or upper wall-, or -lower wall--. Additionally, in line 8 of claim 21, line 7 
of claim 33, and line 6 of claim 44, the claims recite "plasma excitation region including louvers 
or a first electrode" which is unclear. The plasma excitation region does not include louvers or a 
first electrode; however it is defined or bounded by the louvers or a first electrode. Therefore, 
the claims should be clarified to recite — plasma excitation region defined by or bounded by 
louvers or a first electrode-. Furthermore, in line 1 1 of claim 21 and line 1 1 of claim 33, the 
claims recite "first and second surfaces at the reference potential" which is unclear. The . 
reference potential could be connected to ground or RF power. Also, the location of the first and 
second surfaces is recited to be between the louvers and the electrodes; however, they are really 
not between the louvers and the electrodes, but are located surrounding the electrodes. 
Therefore, the claims should more clearly define the "first and second surfaces at the reference 
potential" in applicant's invention. Moreover, Examiner suggests incorporating claim 23 into 
claim 21 and claim 34 into claim 33 in order to clearly define applicant's invention. Lastly, U.S. 
Patent 6,602,381 by Lenz is cited as prior art for teaching first and second surfaces.
